Let those believe who will: we are unwilling 
| to stultify ourselves. Whatever may be the 
monuments of Mexican civilization, we cannot 
| for a moment doubt, that the people were weak, 
| degraded, ignorant, effeminate; and their ar- 


mies, mere mobs, 

M. Chevalier, while he admits that the 
| thirst for gold, the love of adventure, the lust 
‘for glory. had much to do with the invasion 
and conquest of Mexico, contends stoutly that 
| religious motives were the paramount ones.— 
|The same fecling, he thinks, controlled the 
the proceedings of Cortez, as that which insti- 
| gated the crusades—a zeal for the cross of 
‘Christ. At that era, the church had contrived 
| to make everyth'ng subservient to itself. Per- 
‘haps it is impossible for us, in the nincteenth 

century to estimate the influence which ghostly 
pannel had aequired over the popular mind 
| through the religious sense, The vilest passions 
of human nature, instead of bejng rebuked 
| corrected, subdued, were simply rendered trib- 
| utary to ecclesiastical aggrandizement. What 
| wonder that reckless adventurers, burning with 
|a love of excitement, robbers in heart, should 
| be able, by the help of a self-seeking priesthood, 
| to delude themselves into the idea that, in 
‘despoiling idolaters, they were doing God ser- 
| vice! They could glut the demon passions of 
| avarice, lust and revenge, and then, sanctify 
their horrible deeds, by hurling the idols from 
| their places, and uplifting the cross of Him, 
| whose brightest attribute, is Mercy. 
M. Chevalier paints vividly the scenes of 
the Conquest, and institutes an ingenious com- 
parison between this grand event, and the ac- 


; tion of the Iliad, mach to the disadvantage of 
the latter. 

| ‘Towardsthe conclusion of the work, review- 
| ing the character of the Conquest, he remarks |

| “Those who say such heroism was inspired 
tw avarice, are either ignorant of, or calum- 
| niate human nature. I haye attempted to res- 
tore to the conquest its trae character, and to 
attribute to Cortez and his companions their 
true motives. My object has been not merely 
to define the trath of an isolated historical 
event, but to recall to an age little prone to 
faith, what trie religious zeal is capable of.” 


“True xcligious zeal” is incapable of such 
atrocities as were perpetrated by the conquis- 
tador in “Mexico, or the crusader in the Holy 
Land. False religious zeal is capable of any 
abomination. Never is man so formidable for 
evil, as when he imagines he has a divine sanc- 
tion to let loose all his infernal lusts. Wicked 
men, acting under the persuasion that they are 
the children of Destiny, or favorites of God, 
feel as if at once relieved from all law, all re- 
straint, and armed with Ommipotene® * Hence 
the terrific energies of Fanaticism, which is 
the combination of an illusive Faith in God? 
Destiny, with Malignant Purpose and Passion— 
the Spirit of Evil clothed with the thunders of 


the Almighty. 

The following passage, which eleses the work 
of M. Chevalier, means perhaps more than is’ 
plainly expressed: 

“This beautiful country isexclusively Catho- 
lic, and its inhabitants, venga oad imbued 
with the spirit of Catholicism, have no pros- 
pects in advance separate from their faith. 
Persons who have sojourned among them, and 
studied their nature, are doubtful whether they 
will retrocede into barbarity, or will undergo 
anew conquest by a Protestant racé which 
promises itself the empire of the world, and 
which is now inflamed by the possession of 
Texas; or whether they will remain frec, and 
progress in the pathway of civilization. 

“We may believe from the rank occupied by 
Mexico in the New World, that, all the repub- 
lics which were Spanish colonies will follow its 
destiny, whatever it may be. Phe question 
here, which a few years will suffice to solve 
for Mexico, and the resolution of which is of 
great import to the whole of the new conti- 
nent, is more closely connected than is gener- 
ally conceived with the vaster one; viz., wheth- 
er the genius of Catholicism, when in close 
contact with that of Protestantism, can pre- 
serve its position, or whether in our times Ca- 
tholicism ean restore a healthy tone toa peo- 
ple struck with the languor of decay. Let us 
remember that France has a vaster interest 
than is generally conceived in this question, 
for it has ever been and still is the corypheus of 
Catholic nations; and from this fact derives its 
chiefest claim to gfeatness.”

The Enquirer and the Herald, 

The Cmeinnati Enquirer, Toesday morning, 
contained a notice of the serics of articles we 
lately wrote in sapport of the positions it so 
emphatically denied. We cannot call it, a re- 
ply—it is simply, an evasion. 

Une of the positions was, that the “govern. 
ment of party” in this country had been wield- 
ed as an instrument by the Slave-Power. 

The other position was, that. the “govern 
ment of party” in this country was a Dés. 
potism, in certain respects, more absolute than 
the power of some Absolute Monarchs. 

This position was taken in an article we 
wrote several weeks ago, entitled, the Despo 
tism of Party, &c.; and we atlempted to give 
the reasons for our belief; These were com- 
prised chiefly in jhe following two paragraphs: 
“The Party that elects the President, at the 
same time sends a majority of Representatives 
to Congress, and being numerically superior, 
represents Pablic Sentiment. It combines 
therefore in itself all Executive, all Legisla- 
tive, and all Popular Power! The President is 
the representative, the embodiment of this 
threefold Power, and wields it at his pleasure. 
So long as he is faithful to the general princi- 
ples of his Party, there is no limit to his,Pow- 
er. Whatever he desires is sure to bé granted 
by his Party, whatever he may do, receives 
their sanction, He may violate the Gonstitu- 
ti thie Party “being the intefpreter, 
tortures it inte a ratification of his acts, and 
being a majority of the People, stamps them 
at the same time with the approbation of Pub- 
lic Sentiment. ‘f 

“The Absolute Monarch, on the contrary, 

though he may unite in himself Executive and 
Legislative powers, is not the master or repre- 
sentative of Public Opinion. He muy find 
himself but one against a whole People. Des- 
potic as he is in theory, maar | one vital ele- 
nent of Power, the sanction of Public Opinion, 
he is checked more effectually than he could be 
by any written constitution.” 
The Enquirer took exceptions to the position; 
never alluded to the reasons given in its 
support; stooped to the common-place trick- 
ery of attempting to excite prejudice against 
it, by caricaturing it, and then challenged us to 
show reasons for our belief, as if we had not al- 
ready done so! 

We replied in an article, more than a col- 
umn long, and without noticing the unfairness 
and evasion of that paper, proceeded to multiply 
proofs in maintenfince of our position. 

To prove the fact of the existence of Party- 
Despotism, we referred to the conduct of the 
Democratic Party on the Right of Petition; the 
expulsion of Senator Morris from the party; the 
case of Hale; the history of the annexation 
question; the policy of the Democratic Press in 
relation to the Black Laws, &c. 
To show the failure of this “fovernment of 
party,” to produce good fruits, although this 
point had not been formally made, but only in- 
cidentally involved in our first article, we first 
appealed to the testimany which each of the 
old parties bore of theother. This, however, 
was but a subordinate part of our argument.— 
We followed immediately, with the subjoined 
statements and questions: 

“Where, we ask, are the blessed results of 
party government? [las a single constitu- 
tional question been settled by it? Half a cen- 
tury has passed since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, and to this hour the country remains 
Without a fixed policy in regard to finance, 
trade, and the public lands, This is notorious, 
And is not this uncertainty one of the precious 
results of Party-government? And what hae 
it done to maintain the Constitution? Who 
does not know that this instrument changes its 


tion? Dhat im the hands of the valinig parity, 
it ig as clay in the hands of the potter? 

“And what has been the effect of party- 
government on the character of the people? 
Has it clevated their tastes, enlarged their 
ideas, infused into their minds sound moral 
maxims, made them independent in their opin- 
ions and acts, tolerant in their feelings, frater- 
nal in their sympathies? Wherever the gov- 
ernment of party is the most rampant, pre- 
cisely the reverse of all this obtains.” 

In reference to the assertion imputed to us 
by the Enquirer, but never made by-us—"that 
the government of party had failed to secure 
to the country the blessings of liberty”’—we 
agreed to adopt it as our own declaration, 
and immediately remarked—“If the people 
enjoy the blessings of liberty, it is despite 
the government of party, not in consequence of 
it. Justin so far as they are subservient to 
this government, they cease to be free. He 
alone is free, who forms and follows his own 
judgments, whether they coincide or not with 
the decisions of a Party.” 

Every reader of intelligerice and candor sees 
at once that we met the question directly—that 
there was not in all this the slighest desire or 
attempt to dodge the issue we had made. 

Having produced sufficient proof in support 
of this position, we tendered to the Enquirer 
another issue: that the government of party had 
been used “av an instrument of the dark Des- 
potism o/ Slavery.” 

Now, what wags the course of that paper? 
Did it mect us on a single statement, or ques- 
tion, produced by us, in support of the position 
first taken? Did it acknowledge that we had 
attempted such a task? No! A logical and fair 
opponent would have made such an admission, 
and either have avowed himself unsatis- 
fied by our proofs, or attempted to disprove 
them. The Enguirer would do nothing of the 
kind. It is either unable or unwilling to argue 
fairly and consecutively. All we could obtain 
from it was a mere denial of the position taken 
by us concerning the subservience of Party to 
the Slave-Powef,"and a persistence in the un- 
true and idle declamation about our evading 
the first point we had made. At last, Tuesday 
morning, several days having elapsed since the 
crose @ our series of articles, a long editorial 
appeared in the Enquirer, headed, “the Herald 
Newspaper.”’ Of course, we expected a so- 
ber, manly attempt to Wiscuss the questions 
we had presented, to disprove our state- 
ments of facts, and to expose the unsoundp@ss 
of.ourarguments. But, what was our gurprise, 
to see repeated, at length, the same utterly. 
false ussumption—that we have been dodging 
the questions at issue—accompanied by gross 
misrepresentation, and special pleading of the 
most discreditable character. 

Asa specimen of the last two vices, take the 


following: 

“Not satisfied, however, with our effort to 
extract the meaning of its leaders, the Herald 
ventured to define its own position. Hearken 
to that paper, catechizing itself, and giving 
forth a most oracular response: 

“+And what has been the effect of party gov- 
ernment on the character of the people? Has 
it elevated their tastes, enlarged their ideas, 
infused into their minds sound moral maxims, 
made them independent in their opinions and 
acts, tolerant in their feelings, fraternal in 
their sympathies? 

«*Wherever the government of party is most 
rampant, precisely the reverse of all this ob- 
tains!” 

“Here we have it. The Herald had before 
stated that Party ascendancy liad raled this 
country, consequently’ the editor binds upon 
himself the burden of proving the whole of this 
terrible indictment. ‘He not only charges the 
parties of the country, but the American peo- 
ple who have composed those parties and are 
inseparable from their history, with the reverse 
of every branch of the preceding quotation.— 
He assumes and so c:arges the fact to be, that 
their tastes are degraded, their ideas narrowed, 
that sound moral maxims have not been infus- 
ed into their minds, that they are seryile in 
their opinions and acts, intolerant in their feel- 
ings, and have'-become the reverse of fraternal 
in their sympathies. Who cannot sec that such 
denunciations, veiled under an attack upon the

The New Orleans Picayune has dates from 
Vera Cruz, to the 4th inst., by the sloop of war 
‘almouth, which arrived at Pensacola on the 
evening of the 19th. 
The health of the blockading squadron was 
good, but the vomite was raging in the city of 
Vera Cruz. 
The fate of the barque Eugenia, which ran 
the blockade, and got into port, was doubt- 
ful. It was thought by some that she would be 
burnt—others were disposed to be Jenient, be- 
cause she had set the American squadron at de- 
fiance. 

The Mexican Congress organized on. the Ist 
inst. 
General Paredes had at last determined to 
march for the-frontier. .The accounts of the 
battles of the 8th and 9th of May, the Picay- 
une says, appear.to have made a profound im- 
pression upon him, Orders had been received 
for troops to join him at different points, and it 
was supposed he would have 16,000 men under 
his command, after his junction with Arista. 
There was an impression prevalent among 
the knowing ones at Vera Cruz, that he would 
not dare to leave the city of Mexico, during the 
session of Congress. It is reported that nearly 
one-half the country is ina state of revolt, and 
the news of the revolt of Mazatlan is. confirm- 
ed.

We do not think “comment is useless.” Dis- 
affection to the Union prevails more extensive- 
ly than the Gazette imagines. Especially is 
this true of the upper portion of the State. 
Two class persons are engaged in- prop- 
agating the sentiment of Disunion. One 
class consists of the members and suppor- 
ters of the’ old American Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety, which: has adopted as its motto, “No 
Union with slaveholders,” arid which has 
established an auxiliary society in this State, 
with its head quarters in Coluinbiana county. 
The organ of this auxiliary is, “The Anti-slave, 
ry Bugle,” and its prominent agents, are Stes 
phen Foster and his wife, and Parker Pillsbury. 
Towards the Liberty, Party they are peculiarly 
hostile, because this Party, pledged to reform, 
but not destroy the Government, has absorbed 
a large portion of the effective Anti-Slavery 
force of the country; and directid it, as they 
say, into a wrong channel.” 

The other class of Disunionists consists prin- 
cipally of Whigs, who, under the influence of 
such counsels as those of Mr. Giddings, have 
been looking to the Whig Party for efficient ac- 
tion against Slavery, but, like him, having at 
last come to the conclusion that the case is des- 
perate, now regard the Union ‘as already dis-

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A City im Ashes--fifty Lives Lost, 
ic We copy the following from an Extra of 
the New York Sun: 


Orrice or tHe New York Sun, ? 
June 27th, 1846. § 


By the Northern Mail of this morning we have 
received intelligence of an Awful Fire at St 
Johns, Newfoundland—Fifty Lives Lost!—The 
whole Town laid in Ashes! 

We learn from Captain Scarrow of the brig 
Blucher, arrived at Quebec, June 24th, from 
Harbor Grace, N. F., that just before he left 
that place, a mail arrived from St. Johns, bring- 
ing the dreadful account that the whole of the 
city of St. Johns, Newfoundland, except two 
stores, had been been burned down on the 9th 
instant, and that fifty soldiers were killed in 
blowing up a house to arrest the fire. Eighteen 
vessels were also burnt in the harbor. 

The loss must be severely felt by its inhabi- 
tants, it being the business part of the towr, 
and being at a season ofthe year when the mer- 
chants are engaged principally in the mann- 
facture of their oil, a large quantity of which 
must have been in the Vats. ‘Phe loss will fall 
heavily on the fishermen, as they will find great 
difficulty in procuring provisions to prosecute 
the codfishery the present season. 

St, Johns, N. F., contains a population of 
about 20,000 inhabitants. The town was burnt 
twice before—once in 1824, when most of the 
inhabitants took refuge on board the vessels in 
the harbor for safety—and again in 1840. It 
seems to be.an ill fated town. The buildings 
were principally of wood.

of the Confederacy of Mexico on Yucatan, the 
United States pledges itself to send troops to 
her aid and assistance. (Divide and conquer” 
is a British weapon.) The Governorof Yuca- 
tan is also solicited by Mr. Polk, to employ mo- 
ney and emissaries in the Department of To- 

basco.” 


An Independant Beggar.—The “Journal. du 
Loiret” shows in the following fact, what geni- 
us in beggary can do. It is translated as an in- 
stance of pecuniary accumulation of a rare 
order. In the parish of St, Croix there is an old 
woman who up to <he present time almost, has 
lived a beggar. She was regularly assisted by 
the charitable department, and many families 
sent her a weekly allowance of money. In one 
of these families she formed acquaintance with 
a.woman who had kept a grocery for many 
years, and becoming intimate with her, the old 
woman impurted the secret of certain sums of 
money she had concealed, and finally offered 
them to the grocer on condition of being kept 
and provided for the remainder of her life. The 
offer was accepted, and the number of pieces of 
money found, sous and farthings, was incredi- 
ble. Jn short, she had amassed the nice little 
sum of 27,000 frances. She continued her trade 
even on the day she made her liberal bargain. 
Her mother had pursued the same calling, and 
had left her a life annuity of 700 franes. Now 
that her situation is known, she can no longer 
pursue her trade, and fears she shall suffer from 
ennui. She considers herself as a trader re- 
tired from business! 


Sania Ana.—Among the latest reports, as we 
learn from the Baltimore American, is one to 
the effect that if Santa Ana, who is now at Ha- 
vana, should be recalled to the Presidency of 
Mexico, he will carry out an arrangement 
which is alleged to have been made, through 
one of his agents, with the Government at 
Washington. This arrangement, it is said, 
embraces—first, peace with this country on the 
part of Mexico; second, the acknowledgement 
of the Rio Grande as the Southern boundary of 
the United States; and third, the acquisition of 
California by purchase.

However, as Mexico is not England, we 
suppose more crédit than usual may be given 
to the following valorous declaration of senti- 
ment in regard to our weak neighbor. 

“Mr. Webster insists that the country de- 
mands to know, without Tartier > the 
cise objects and purposes of the administration in 
carrying on the war. Professing upon this point 
tohave no other knowledge than that which’ is 
to be gained from the documents which have 
been laid before the country, we may under- 
take to sum up these purposes in three words— 
Reparation—Justice—Peace. 

“In view of these objects, before the warcan 
close, Mexico must relinquish her absurd ter- 
ritorial pretensions—must provide for the full 
payment of the indemnity which she owes to 
our citizens—-must render us full justice in eve- 
ry respect, and finally, must establish peace 
with us upon conditions and guaranties which 
shall secure its permanence. Thismuch ofthe 
purposes of the administration we gain from 
the character of its recent action, and from all 
its public declarations. Beyond this point we 
do not intend to proceed. Nor do we-believe 
that the country will ask of this administra- 
tion, at this juncture, in the midst of a war, to 
say any thing more of its plans of pacification. 
We wage a war against the war party in Mexi- 
co, to secure a just peace. No other than a 
just peace can be concluded. This nation will 
sanction no other. When Mexico shall proffer 
any terms of peace, she will be heard, When 
she shall proffer suitable terms, they will be ac- 
cepted. ‘Till this be done, our army will march 
steadily and vigorously on—it will ascend the 
table lands of Mexico—it will march from 
province to province, and from stronghold to 
stronghold, until finally it shall dictate to Pa- 
redes, or to any successor, if need be, a compul- 
sory peace, on proper terms, within the walls of 
his capital.” 

How beautifully explicit! 
relinquish her absurd territorial pretensions.” 
How far does that declaration reach? Moxico 
“must render us full justice in every respect.” 
What does that mean? Mexico “must estab- 
lish peace with us upon conditions and guar- 
anties which shall secure its permanence.”—

War in West Africa, 

Far some time past a barbarous war has been 
carried on in the Sherbro country, in which the 
African Mission of the Union Mission Socicty is 
established. The leaders of the hostile parties 
are Sisiwooroo, a Sherbro Chief, and Kisshi- 
ecymmah, Chief of the ery ig The — 
rountry has been ravaged by the war people, 
the tome have been eae P hotneot the inhab. 
itants have been consumed with their dwell- 
ings, others have been killed in battle, and 
many taken for slaves; but through all these 
scenes the Mission has been preserved. Under 
date of March, 1846, the Missionary, Rev. Wm. 
Raymond, writes: 

“Although we have been surrounded by sav- 
age war mex, sometimes several hundreds of 
them have been here af once, yet they have 
never taken a pin from us without permissioh, 
while every town néar us has been plundered. 
It’may be asked howlhave wejbeen protected? I 
answer by our God. The native chiefs have 
not beenable to protect us; for most of them 
have béen driven from their homes, and their 
towns have been burnt by their enemies from 
the interior, some of whom are Cannibals. The 
head war men, almost without exception, have 
tried rather to obtain my favor, than to iajure 
me. The Cannibals are among my best friends. 
You may ask why is gll this? One of the head 
war men was here the other day, and thus ex- 
plained it. He said he was bad enough, but he 
could not trouble us, and if any one should do 
so, let him go where he would, he never could 
be any better, meaning that some curse would 
follow him. He gave usa reason that ‘we had 
no business with the war, that we nocheat any 
body, that we no do anybody bad, that we were 
God. people.’ 

“This Miasion is a living witness that the Gos- 
pel can be introduced among a savage and bar- 
harous people without the protection of civiliz- 
ed governments. Itisthe opinion of many that 
the cannon must go first and the Gospel loHow 
after. I need not say that thatis not my opinion. 
Let the Gospel go first and then there will be no 
necessity for the cannon. 

“The chiefs are impatient for the establish- 
ment of schools. One of the Mendian war- 
chiets from the interior seems deterinined that 
I shall return with him and establish a schvol 
among his people.” 

As that part of the country in which the 
Mission js established is quiet now. Mr. 
hopes soon to have a school in operation. B.

In 
the first place his frank countene nit and maa- 
ners, Very one, even political opponents, 
feel that he believes what t ar when 
added to this greatest of requisites, we find his 
addresses seasoned with wit and biting sar- 
casm, and abounding in logical reasoning, stir- 
ing appeals, persuasive entreaties, lively ima- 

ination, narative and description, the secret of 
fis power over the feelings of an andience is 
revealed. , 

Deacon Converse of Parkman, called the 
meeting to order and presided during the day. 
Mr. Gloster, by request, sung a song, “Get off 
the Track,” and although Mr. L. had not expect- 
ed to speak until] afternoon, yet he was induced 
by ideas suggested by the song, to “talk,” as he 
called if, nearly an hour before intermission. 
He.was evidently much indisposed during the 
day, and labored to keep down his feelings and 
husband his strength, and did not therefore 
speak with his usyal energy.

he remembered a similar attempt of his own, 
when a very sniall boy, upon a load of wood, 
which his grandfather was hauling in Yankee 
land to his father’s. As the team was enterin 
the gate, the thought struck him-that it would 
be a fine notion to catch hold of the hind wheel 
and stop the team, but surely though slowly 
the oxen moved on, and the next moment he 
was raised to the top of the wheel, and then 
deposited between the wheel huband gate post, 
and then left by the unconscious oxen to the 
care of nurses and’ doctors, for many weeks af- 
terwards, and the loss of hearing in one ear has 
ever since been the reward of the folly.

2. Hesalved, That should fhe next Ohio An- 
nual Conference of the M. P. Church refyse ig 
withdraw their fellowship from slaveholders, 
and the apologists of the practice, shall feel it 
to be our duty to withdraw from the Confer- 
ence. 

3. Resolved, That in the judgment of this 
Conventicn, the course pursued by the con- 
servatives and pro-slavery men in the late 
General Conference of the M. P. Church, haye 
and do continue to give theiy influence in f9- 
vor of Slavery, and therefore we consider them 
on the side of the pppressor. _ 

4.. Resolved, That the progeedings of this 
Convention be signed by the President and 
Secretary, and be forwarded to the Rditors of 
the Western Recorder and Cincinnati Weekly 
Herald for publication.
